* Jative to the late destructive tornado it ap- 
pears that the storm fiend swept over the 
space of four hundred and fifty miles without 
diminution of foree, smiting towns, farms, 
forests and everything on the surface of the 
garth with the violence ofa battery of a thou- 
sand guns. Indeed, the arts of civilized man 
are inadequate to the work of destruction ac- 
‘complished by the hurricane during any ein- 
gle minute of its duration, where it had any- 
thing more moveable than the solid earth to 
work upon. Whole forests were crushed in an 
stant, and respectable streams of water 
Iiterally scooped out by the mighty tempest. 
The course of the tornado is now ‘traced 
from Fort Dodge, Webster County, Iowa, 
more than two hundred miles west of the 
_ Mississippi river, to the north-eastern corner 
of Ottawa County, Michigan. Nor is it at all 
"probable that the entire range of devastation 


n yet known, though its dire tion at both e- 


-tremities leads us to hope that however far it 
may have traveled, it did not involve much 
more destruction of human life than is 
‘sieady known. The time occupied by 
“the tempest in making the entire dis- 
tance cannot yet be correctly estimated. 

We know merely that it swept over Webster 
cwnty, Iowa, on Sunday afternoon, and Otta- 
wa county, Michigan, on Sunday night To 
ggeertain and preserve the exact data as to 
time, distance, and the more marked effects of 
the phenomenon, furnishes an ample and in- 
teresting field for our Academy of Natural 
Sciences. 

Jedging from the number and character of 
the missives received at this office from growl- 
ing newspapers and loafers in the town of 
Lyons, Iowa, it is evident that one wing of the 
tornado is still lingering there. For the life of 
‘ae we do not koow what the fuss is about, 
though we dimly conjecture that it refers to the 
relative speed of certain citizens of Lyons and 
Clinton in getting down to Camanche after the 
tempest had passed over it. (We have no doubt 
that the person who has sent us two or three 

pamary letters on the subject, went to the 
wretched community to get something, rather 
than to give something. If he went on a chari- 
table errand, he came away in a most unchari- 
table and unhappy frame of mind.) The great 
point to which our attention is urged, and 
which we are reviled for not having known, us 
that the Queen City was not lying at Clinton, 
“but has always been a Lyons boat, She was 
“immediately fired up,” etc. 

We cannot believe that any considerable 
Bumber of the people of Lyons sympatbize 
with this brawling, fire co ppany spirit. If they 
do, so much the worse for them in the opinions 
. right minded people elsewhere. Probably 
these who are not incurable blockheads, can 
understand hew a daily newspaper may hap- 
pee to publish all the news it can collect fsom 
passengers just arrived from the distant scene, 
and all the telegraphic dispatches it can obtain 
from those persons on the ground who have 
the enterprise to collect and arrange the facts.

An Appeal to the Religious Public, 
Measures of Relief Eleewhere. 


The great Tornado of Sunday evening 3rd, 
inst., has a history yet to be written, if ever. 
We had thought the worst known when on our 
first writing we fixed its supposed limits be- 
tween the vicinity of Cedar Rapids, Iowa, on 
the west, and the heart of Lee County, Illinois, 
on the east. This distance of over one hundred

Strong buildings had bowed like card castles, 
erops had been ruined in the 1 elds orchards 
torn and rent, and the cattle and herds slain in 
the pastures. 
Along this entire tract went up a wail 
of anguish over homesteads destroyed and 
households cut off, in some instances not oue 
survivor remaining. All this we heard and 
from the few details imagination could supply 
the worst, But each day has added to the news 
of the disaster, each mail has brought us fresh 
accession to the horrcrs of a Sunday evening, 
when s fiercer tornado than ever in the 
memory of man visited the tropics, passed over 
an extent of country, es it now seems from 
Western Iows across Illinois, across the lake 
and thence into the heart of Michigan,a dis- 
tance of upwards of four hundred mila, 
DISASTERS IN HARDIN COUNTY, IOWA. 
Intelligence received from Iowa in this eity 
on Saturday from an intelligent gentleman be- 
longing in this city refers to a fearful visi‘ation 
of a tornado in Hardin county, on S day after- 
noon, which did « great deal of injury in and 
around New Providence, a Quaker village, which 
the hurricane passed directly through, prostra- 
ting some dozen or more of the twenty five or 
thirty dwillings in the place, and badly damag- 
ing all but two. The houses of the following 
citizens were com ly swept in scattered 
fragments over the wit: those of Dr. 
Jessup, Henry Wytham, David Hunt, Eleazer 
Andrews, Dr. Tullass, Charles Bucklaw, Amos 
With, Auson M. Mulford, and the tavern of 
William Cook. 
Several persons were seriously injured, 
among whom are Henry Wytham and son; 
(bis wife was raised out of cellar by the 
wind, bat escaped with some bruises ;) Henry 
Bliss, Sarah Sanderson (nearly killed,) Alfred 
Dorland, Samuel Shermer and little son.— 
None of these are expected to live. Mrs. Dr. 
Tulles end child and A M. Malford and two 
children had a wonderful escape, their houses 
being swept away from over their beads, and 
they escaping uninjured. 
Many of the families have lost everything 
they had—houses and even their elothiog and 
eatables. Many more would doubtless have re- 
ceived personal injuries at New Providence, but 


sent at the village of Bangor, ten miles distant, 
whither they had gone to attend a Quaker meet- 
ing. They returned to find their houses in ruins’ 
and their friends and neighbors in pain and 
despair 


4 Methodist meeting was in progress in the 
New Providence school house when the tornado 
came upon the town. The building, with the 
people in it, was moved some five feet, and the 
doors and windows destroyed, but no one in- 


Ia other towns in the southern portion of 
Hardin County much damage was also done. 
Ata place called Pritchard’s Grove, the brick 
house of Mr. Divine was blown into « heap of 
rains, and six persons, all members of Mr. D.’s 
family, were instantly killed. Two other per- 
sons are reported killed in that vicinity. A 
smali place calied Que bec, about five miles west 
of New Providence, consisting of some half- 
dozen dwelliogs, is reported to have been en- 
tirely destroyed. Some twenty-five miles south 
of lowa Falls, on what is called the Marietta 
road, the timber was all prostrated within the 
range of the storm, and a number of farm- 
houses are demolished. 
At Fort Dodge, on the day of the storm, a 
terrific bail and rain storm prevailed at about 
the seme time the tornado swept over New 
Providence, and for atime threatened serious 
At Webster City, some twenty- 
five miles east of Fort Dodge, nearly all the 
window panes on the west sides of the houses 
were riddled as if by shot, and coming along 
eastward iu the stage, we hear of re or less 
damage all through the country, though Har- 
din county appears to be the greatest sufferer. 
The amount of property destroyed in the coun- 
ty, including thet at New Providence, is esti- 
meted at over a hundred thousand dollars.— 
The unfortunate peopje of New Providence and 
vicinity arein destitute and really suffering cir- 
cumstances, it is reported, by this misfortune. 

On the lake this fearful visitation was a water 
spout, and not for weeks, if ever, will be known 
whom it made its victims. Grateful indeed 
should our lake shore communities be that the 
storm demon was guided by a course to the 
lake which gave it few victims—had it passed 
over our city or any equally dense community, 
the imagination shrinks from contemplating 
what would have been the results.
